The ttrst oil Ijpom occnrred In the 
e.ii'ly '60's, just after Eldwln i>. Drake 
aud his drUlar "Uncle BUly" Smith 
brought in the first drilled well In 
Pennsylvania. With the news of 
Drake's snccees, people from all over 
the nation flocked to Cenango county 
in the hope of "striking oil" |Uld autk- 
log a fortune over night. ^ 

Land in favorable localities sold 
r*>adUy for from $6,000 to 17,000 an 
acre and farms bronght from ISOO.OOO 
to (1.000^000 eaoh. Speoalatloa of every 
possible sort ampng all daaaaa went 
on to sack aa un^brldlad axteat that 
It amotmtad to dioar malnoaa. A 
plot ot two aorea aold tor half a mil- 
Ifoa. and 14,000,000 waa ratnsed fOr 
SO sores, wUeh had boea traded tor 
a yoke of onai laaa thaa a year before. 

Hundreds ot wMla were put down, 
but their owners, without adequate 
capital or equipment, saw their means 
vanish and poverty approach as a re- 
sult of the unscmpulons and merciless 
dealings of the land speculators. 

Then oame the first of the gushers. 
In a year, oil waa almost as cheap as 
water and prices aimoa' ceased to 
exist, sales being made as low *b 10 
cents a barrel. More fortunes were 
lost, bat demand waa gradually stimu- 
lated and prlcsa laeraaaed tintil the 
close ot the Civil War, the country 
was ripe t«r another stampede.

Then the bnbble burst again. Flooda 
and fires swept the fields. Produc- 
tion was not maintained and the wild 
cat companies toppled over right and 
left like a row of bricks, carrying 
down to ruin thousands who hail In- 
vested their entire capital. 

Drake, the inventor ot modem drill- 
ing methods, who knew oil as tew men 
knew It. was among them. He lost, all 
his" pr«bparty in tpecnlatjoa aad hia 
family was reduced to aotoal want 
His former aasooiat^ iaada up a 
purse to rellava hla aamaalttes. Sub- 
sequently the state gnmted him a 
pension of $1,500 :. year for the serr- 
ices he had rendered the country. 

This nation is facing a similar era 
Of speculation at present The meth- 
ods of tradulent promoters In selling 
stock have been somewhat refined, bat 
the dangers ot get-rlch-qulck iavest- 
menu ara aot laaa thaa after the OItU 
War.
